Agawam Town Council delayed funding approval 
for the proposed computer system to be used by both 
the School Department and Town Hall in an 8-6 vote at 
Monday night’s regularly scheduled meeting at the 
Public Library. 

Council Vice-President Daniel Lacienski recom- 
mended the council table funding until Town Manager 
Edward A. Caba submits his fiscal 1985 budget to the 
council on May 3rd. 

The new computer would cost $317,700. 

Last week Caba received a 30-day extension to 
“refine” the town’s new fiscal budget before presen- 
ting it to Town Council. 

Concerned About Fundi 

Lacienski said’he Was concefned funding the’ 
ed computer system through the capitol improvement 
program stabilization fund might put a financial stain 
on the town because of other town projects. 

“| believe the manager has many large scale plans, 
including a new town complex which may also be fund- 
ed through this source,” said Lacienski. 

Caba did urge the council not to delay funding ap- 
proval, but said he would present councilors with a 
“worst case scenario” of capitol improvement expen- 
ditures to give councilors a better picture of the finan- 
cial situation. He also said he was hopeful to submit 
the 1985 budget prior to the May 3rd deadline. 

Lacienski said he felt the council could take action 
on the computer next month as long as the budget ar- 
rives on time. ;

School Department Business Manager James Coon, 
who head the town’s computor search committee, said 
the town’s computor objectives could survive the 
delay, provided the council action came in May. 

“We're not at the crises point yet,” said Coon. “As 
long as we have council action by mid-May, I’m 
hopeful we can have the new system in the classroom 
for next year’s second semester.” 

Coon noted/placement of the new system would take 
9-12 months,*thost of which would be needed for per- 
sonnel training. 

He said, however, that it was critical to have the new 
system in place and personnel completely trained by 
July 1985. } 

“It is essential we have the new system fully in place 
by July 198% so that fiscal year may begin under: 
the new system. Once the fiscal year begins, we can’t 
change the system it’s entered into.” 

Three-Year Search 

After a three-year search, Coon’s committee, which 
included Town Treasurer David Gallano, recommend- 
ed the computor bid from Mass. Association of School 
Business Officials. 

MASBO's bid includes training costs of personnel 
and use of Digital computer hardware. 

The $317,700 cost would be broken down to a 
$273,000 outlay directly from the town with the 
balance to be absorbed by the school! budget. 

The annual maintenance costs of $87,000 are to be 
equally split between town and _ school funds. 

Coon’s committee reports the present Honeywell 
system, rented since 1973, costs in excess of $150,000 
annually and no longer has the capacity to meet the 
town’s computer needs. 

Among the advantages cited by the committee for 
the new system are additional terminals to allow 
classroom use to incase from four students per class 
to 20 students, simultaneously. 

The new system will also offer the computor 
languages of BASIC and PASCAL, a feature the pre- 
sent system does not enjoy. The system will also allow 
college level computor classes. 

The new system, says Coon, would also have the in- 
creased capacity to. allow the town to conduct its own 
census as well as serve as a budgetary, billing, and 
record keeping tool.

The council voted 9-4 against the initiative, despite 
Shaughnessy’s contentions that Ollari could no longer 
objectively represent the town. 

Disqualified Himself 

Shaughnessy said Ollari disqualified himself from 
representing the town when Town Manager Edward A. 
Caba filed suit against the town over his controversial 
suspension by the council in February. ™ 

Shaughnessy said he was led to believe by Ollari’s 
actions that “he was beholden to the manager.” 

Ollari said at the time he would not represent the 
town against Caba as Caba had appointed him to his 
Position. 

Councilor Andrew Gallano rebutted Shaughnessy’s 
remarks, saying Ollari’s actions were exemplary. 

“Ollari would have been in conflict if he represented 
the town against the manager and did the right thing 
by appointing another firm.” Gallano said.

Council Votes 7-6 Against Motion... 


Gallano Survives 


At-Large Town Councilor Andrew C. Gallano nar- 
rowly avoided censure in an emotional 7-6 vote amid 
charges of collusion between Gallano and the town ad- 
minstration. Gallano was also charged with improper 
behavior on the council’s floor in recent council 
meetings which have often exploded into a tirade of 
charges and counter-charges between councilors. 

The bulk of criticism aimed at Gallano concerned his 
statements made at the council’s March Sth meeting 
when he attempted to remove Council President 
Donald M. Rheault from the chair. 

Unbefitting A Councilor 

Councilor Jack’ Shaughnessy initiated the censure 
motion, claiming Gallano’s actions were “‘unbefitting a 
councilor.”’ 

Shaughnessy said, ‘More often than not, Gallano 
loses control of himself during heated debate. 

Shaughnessy said he had tried to end debate at the 
stormy March 5th session which had erupted into a 
shouting match. Shaughnessy said only after ‘‘two- 
and-a-half type written pages of council minutes did 
Gallano cease after my point of order.”’ 

In a separate charge, Shaughnessy said Gallano, 
who has been opposed to council confirmation of 
managerial appointments, met with Attorney Michael 
Curran prior to Curran’s independent opinion was 
issued to councilors before that vote. Curran said the 
council could not pass such a measure. He was the 
original charter commission’s attorney. Gallano 
chaired that committee. 

Shaughnessy said Gallano charter objected the con- 
firmation vote at one council meeting which prevented 
dialogue on the issue and a mandatory vote without

debate at the next meeting. ‘Each councilor then 
received an eight-page opinion from Curran against 
confirmation two days prior to the final vote,” 
Shaughnessy pointed out. 

Rheault also addressed the censure, charging 
Gallano with collusion with Town Manager Edward A. 
Caba, along with improper conduct. 

“If \'m to provide leadership to this council we must 
first get our own house in order,’ said Rheault. 

“Lies and innuendos against other councilors come 
from one councilor and one councilor only - Andrew 
Gallano,”” Rheault said. Rheault further accused 
Gallano of character assassination of those he 
politically disagrees with and referred to Gallano’s ac- 
cusations against him at the March Sth meeting as 
“pure lies.” 

Rheault concluded in accusing Gallano of working 
in collusion with Caba to select citizens to run against 
certain councilors during last fall’s elections. 

“One such individual was sought to run against me 
in my precinct and he’s sitting on this council now,” 
said Rheault. 

Gallano emphatically rebutted those speaking out 
against him, saying, “You couldn’t get the town 
manager or the town attorney, so now the game is to 
get Gallano.” 

See You Next Election 

“You can censure me but I’ll be at the next meeting 
and the next, and the next election as well,’’ Gallano 
remarked. 

Gallano then added, ‘If you do censure me, it won't 
mean a damn thing to me. The last time | ran at-large 
and gave the supposed Citizens For Good Government,

It happens! We travel side by side with a left and a 
right label and sometimes left wants to go right and 
right wants to go left.

During a recent interview, Dr. Haynes was asked, 
“What is the biggest thing people do to abuse their 
feet?”’ He quickly answered, “The majority of foot pro- 
blems are caused by fashion conscious people wearing 
shoes that deform their feet. The problem starts in their 
early teens and they get away with it for twenty years. 
By the time most people are in their late fifties the wear 
and tear starts to show up.” 

In a guide to podiatric care issued by the Podiatry In- 


formation Libary available at Dr. Haynes office, it list 
foot problems as the third most common ailment 
among Americans today next to the common cold and 
tooth decay. 

Problems appear at birth such as “toeing in.” 
Teenage problems with plantar warts and athletes foot 
are occuring more frequently. 

Adult foot problems such as bunions and working on 
your feet all day can aggravate feet and cause ingrown 
toenails. 

Sports add a lot of stress to feet as well as being 
overweight and out of shape. 

Finally after a lifetime of wear many foot problems 
occur in senior years. 

Dr. Haynes conducts work in geriatrics. He regularly 
visits nursing homes, veterans hospitals and clinics 
such as the one held at the Agawam Senior Center 
once a month. 

He also devotes much of his time in his private prac- 
tice to meet the foot care needs of people of all ages 
and from all walks of life. When he is away from his of- 
fice, Office Manager Frieda Settle is available to 
answer all calls and to make appointments. She lives 

on Strawberry Hill Road, Feeding Hills, and Dr. Haynes 
says she is invaluable to the office. 

Dr. Haynes believes that regular foot care and treat- 
ment are essential to good health. A specialist in 
Podiatric Medicine and Surgery, he treats all types of 
foot problems. “| do a lot of work narrowing ingrown 
toenails, straightening lumps and bumps, and other 
deformity problems. 

He also related that he treats a lot of nerve entrap- 
ment problems (pinched nerves) and treats a lot of 
young people with plantar wart problems. He also does 
a lot of work with shut-ins and has been known to make 
housecalls in town. 

Dr. Haynes is an Agawam native. He grew up on 
Main Street and graduated in 1963 from Agawam High 
School. After his advanced schooling was completed, 
he lived in Chicago for seven years and decided to re- 
settle in Agawam. He opened his first office next to the 
Feeding Hills Post Office and stayed two years. He has 
been at his present location for the last three years.

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Greystoke: A Tarzan Film 
With No Adventure 


After Bo and John Derek gave us the laughable Tar- 
zan, the Ape Man in 1981, f was hoping that someone 
would produce another movie about the famous jungle 
man that could be entertaining and do justice to 
character. Unfortunately, my wish didn't come true 
because Greystoke: The Legend of Tarzan, Lard of the 
Apes fails in the one area which makes or breaks films 
within this genre. 

Based On Original Tarzan Novel 

Based on the original Tarzan novel by Edgar Rice 
Burroughs, Greystoke tells the story of a man 
(Christopher Lambert) who’s torn between his true 
heritage and the uncivilized environment in which he 
grew up. Born in the wilds of Africa in 1886, Tarzan is 
raised by a group of apes after the death of his parents. 
The result of this unusual upbringing is a man with o 
mentality that’s more simian than human. 

Years later, when British explorers are on a safari in 
the Dark Continent, the Belgian guide (lan Hoim) from 
the expedition finds this wild man and a hut containing 
the skeletons and possessions of two persons. 

Upon examining the dwelling’s contents, he realizes

The scout then teaches Tarzan to speak English and 
eventually brings him to Greystoke, his farnily’s estate 
in Scotland. Tarzan’s grandfather (the fate Ralph 
Richardson) is glad that Greystoke now has an heir, but 
the jungle man is having trouble adapting to his new 
surroundings. 

To intensify matters, the once lord of the apes is 
starting to fall in love with his grandfather's ward, Jane 
(Andie MacDowell), a young woman who's about to be 
engaged to another man. 

On a technical level, Greystoke is the best Tarzan 
picture ever made. The cinematography is so exquisite 
that it’s bound to earn an Oscar nomination for next 
year's Academy Awards. 

While watching this movie, | was reminded of Never 
Cry Wolf, another film which proves how beautiful and 
lifelike unbridled nature con look on the silver screen. 

As a Tarzan story, however, Greystoke falls short 
because it lacks a sense of adventure. Its pace is too 
slow, most of the action takes piace off-camera, and 
the main character suffers from an incompleteness in 
the development of his personality. 

When | saw what little there was for Tarzan to do in 
this picture, | understood that his sole purpose is to 
symbolize the film’s main theme; you can take the man 
out of the jungle, but you can’t take the jungie out of 
the man. Bo Derek's Tarzan epic was a fiasco from the 
first scene, yet at least the hero in that movie had more 
mystique and dignity than the one in Greystoke. 

Needs Adventure To Come To Life 

Some critics have praised director Hugh Hudson 
(Chariots of Fire) for not turning Greystoke into a 
typical Tarzan flick with lost civilizations, bizarre 
creatures, and damsels-in-distress. But what is Tarzan 
without these and other ingredients of pulp fiction? 
He’s basically a comic book character in the same 
category as Superman and The Lone Ranger, and 
peyentun of some kind is needed for him to come to 

ife. 

in the role of Tarzan, Lambert makes a feature film 
debut that’s difficult to judge. This young man 
satisfies the physical requirements of the part, but he 
doesn’t demonstrate his acting skills because there 
isn’t a chance for him to do so. 

His character utters more apelike grunts than words, 
and these noises unintentionally turn some serious 
scenes into funny ones. Although his performance 
won't win any prizes, Lambert gives us a hint that 
there’s more to him than meets the eye. 

Another newcomer, on the other hand, has a more 
impressive debut. MacDowell’s portrayal of Jane is 
delicately bewitching and could make her one of 
Hollywood’s most popular young actresses. As_ex- 
pected, Richardson {Time Bandits) is first-rate as Tar- 
zan‘s grandfather, which is gratifying since this was his 
last role and the film was dedicated to him. 

Greystoke was a misguided project from the start 
since its director’s choice to use an action-oriented 
character to convey serious themes is as effective as 
using water to fuel a car. While none of the earlier Tar- 
zan pictures were masterpieces, some of them worked 
because their makers knew that this kind of movie 
should do nothing more than provide escapist enter- 
tainment.

Robinson Students 
Learn About 
Japanese Poetry

Haiku, one of the oldest forms of Japanese poetry, is 
currently being studied by fourth and fifth grade 
students at Robinson Park School. The literary verse is 
part of a social studies unit which also includes 
Japanese art and: culture. 

Combined Effort Of 4th & 5th Graders 

Fourth and fifth grade pupils of Vincent Valentine 
and Andrew Bower, respectively, correlated their ef- 
forts to create a Japanese showcase which is presently 
on display in the school’s foyer. 

Valentine’s students, who contributed Japanese 
kites, fans, umbrellas, and character signs, also 
displayed their examples of haiku. 

Bower's students provided scenic background which 
depicts a Japanese garden, complete with teahouse 
and bridge. 

According to him, materials such as rice, pebbles, 
sand, and moss were used to duplicate the scene's 
authenticity. 

Both teachers are hopeful that the showcase will be 
included in the school-wide art exhibition which will 
take place at the senior high in May. 

Valentine points out that haiku is usually included in 
the fourth grade curriculum because it’s simplistic and 
students can relate to it easily. 

He said that besides stimulating his students’ im- 
agination, haiku also helps develop their imagery skills 
and vocabulary. 

The longtime educator states that haiku is an ex- 
cellent means of acquainting students with poetry 
because it is easy to work with mentally and deals with 
a specific thing in nature. ; 

“Students in this age group relate easily to nature 
and enjoy finding beauty in a minute subject,” Valen- 
tine remarks. 

Moreover, Valentine explains that haiku helps 
students to think in a sequential manner, one which br- 
ings them to a logical conclusion of their 
thoughts. Besides poetry, pupils in both grades were 

introduced to Japanese music and character writing. 
Visit To The Museum ls Highlight Of Unit 
As a special highlight of the unit, fourth graders will 
be visiting the George Walter Vincent Smith Museum 
in Springfield where they will see a display of Japanese 
artifacts such as Samurai swords, funeral boxes, and 
vases. 

Valentine states that the Japanese unit has been 
very successful and the children have thoroughly en- 
joyed making things from a foreign culture. 

“It's very exciting to see students become so involv- 
ed with another culture, especially one that is so 
remote from our own. The unit has been an extremely 
worthwhile learning experience for them,” he declares.

Historical Museum Given 40 Rockwell Drawings 


The Connecticut Valley Historical Museum has 
received 40 original Norman Rockwell black and white 
drawings from the Massachusetts Mutual Life In- 
surance Company. 

The illustrations sensitively depict such familiar and 
domestic themes as grocery shopping, family holidays, 


fishing, retirement and studying. The collection will be 


on exhibit at the Connecticut Valley Historical 
Museum in early May. 

Accepting the gifts, Arthur C. Townsend, Director of 
the Connecticut Valley Historical Museum, described 
the work of Norman Rockwell as having ‘unified us at 
a national level by portraying experiences that we all 
share: the awkwardness of growing'up, the joy of the 
family holidays, love, embarrassment - the whole 
gamut of human emotions and experiences.” 

Mass Mutual in the 1950s and early 1960s commis- 
sioned the late Stockbridge artist, Norman Rockwell, to 
do a series of drawings for its national advertising 
campaign. The theme of this ad campaign appealed to 
a broad range of Mass Mutual customers through an 


image of wholesome Americana. 

The insurance company has donated an additional 
40 Rockwell drawings from its collection to the Nor- 
man Rockwell Museum at the Old Corner House in 
Stockbridge, MA. Rockwell, perhaps best known for his 
Saturday Evening Post covers, used many of that town’s 
residents for models. 

In describing his work, Rockwell once commented, 
“Maybe as | grew up and found the world wasn't the 
perfectly pleasant place | had thought it to be, | un- 
consciously decided that, even if it wasn’t an ideal 
world, it should be, so | painted only the ideal aspects 
of it.” 

The Connecticut Valley Historical Museum is a 
member of the Springfield Library and Museums 
Association, a private, non-profit organization, located 
at the Quadrangle in downtown Springfield. The 
Association also includes the Science Museum, the 
Museum of Fine Arts, the George Walter Vincent Smith 
Art Museum and the City Library. Eight branch 
libraries are located throughout the city.

Plotting Stategy 


Many townspeople may have been wondering what 
happened to the Agawam ‘“‘Chemical People’”’ commit- 
tee and the concern, nergy, and ideas stimulated by 
the two in-town, publi: viewings of the “‘Chemical Peo- 
ple’’ broadcasts on public television TV-57 last fall. 

The pane! discussions that followed the viewing of 
these two anti-substance programs at the Agawam 
Junior High School initiated much interest in the com- 


munity. 
Grassroots Effort 

Following the public. broadcasts and panel discus- 
sions of “‘The Chemical People’’ series, a concerned 
group of local citizens formed and chose Fred Affleck 
to lead the Agawam grassroots effort to help curb the 
use and abuse of drugs and alcohol by the town’s 
youth. 

The executive committee of the citizens’ group, call- 
ing themselves the Agawam ‘‘Chernical People’? Ac- 
tion Board, includes Gerry Sullivan, Rene Piccolo, Con- 
nie Letendre, Matt Blackak, Joseph Ryan, Paul Hayes, 
Maggie Hill, and Betsy Sardella. 

This group has met on three occasions to plan and 
organize all the volunteers who have offered their time 
and talents to the effort. 

Two members of the board, Rene Piccolo and Con- 
nie Letendre, attended the weekend training of some 
70 townspeople and school staff at Adelphi College in 
Rhode Island and learned vital communication skills 
and problem solving techniques. 

Both Mrs. Piccolo and Mrs. Letendre agreed that the 
Adelphi College program, organized by the Agawam 
Schoo! Department through a state grant and by the 
generous donations of private organizations in town, 
will become the vehicle to mobilize the local citizens’ 
group. 

Everyone who signed the ‘’| Care Cards,’ passed out 
after the initial two “‘Chemical People’ broadcasts, are 
urged to attend the upcoming training nights in town 
to learn the same skills and techniques taught at the 
Adelphi College seminar. 

Mrs. Piccolo and Mrs. Letendre emphasize that to 
successfully fight alcohol and drug abuse in Agawam 
and to function smoothly with such a large number of 
volunteers, everyone involved must operate within the 
same process - working as a team and utilizing the 
same communication and problem solving techniques. 

For that purpose, the Agawam ‘‘Chemical People’ 
committee has chosen its first concern to be the train- 
ing of individuals in these skills and techniques. More 
information about this program and times for training 
sessions will be announced later. 

The citizens’ group hopes that all volunteers can be 
divided into action teams to work on its own ideas, pro- 
jects, and particular solutions to alcohol and drug 
abuse once the training sessions have concluded. 

Coordinate The Groups 

The second and most important function of the 
citizens’ committee will be to coordinate the groups 
that evolve from the pool of townspeople who 
volunteer. The coordination of information between 
these groups along with getting information to the 
general public also is a prime concern of the citizens’ 
action board. 

As a short-term goal, the action board has chosen 
“Safe Transportation on Senior Prom Night’’ at the 
Agawam High School. As a long-term goal on that 
same issue, they hope to see a “Students Against 
Drunk Driving’ (S.A.D.D.) to organize at Agawam 
High and be operated by the students themselves. 

§.A.D.D. was founded in 1981 by Robert Anastas, 
former Agawam High teacher and coach. A video tape 
and the entire S.A.D.D. program is being researched by 
the citizens’ action board. The board hopes that the 
video tape will be offered for viewing prior to Senior 
Prom Night 

More details on this will be given in next week's edi- 
tion of this newspaper.

Once again area residents will be able to sample a 
smorgasbord of musical treats when the Agawam 
School’s Music Department presents the 4th Annual 
Jazz Night concert, Wednesday, April 11th, at 7:30 
p.m. in the senior high auditorium.

Approximately 60 Students Take Part 

He said approximately 60 students will take part in 
the 90 minute concert program. Opening the show, the 
junior high jaz band, under the direction of Scott 
Thomson, will piay several well-known renditions such 
as “Eclipse,” “Samba Pacifica,” ‘Kind of Groovy,” 
and “’Here’s That Rainy Day.” 

Tileston cites that the junior high jazz band has 
shown exceptional talent in its past festival perfor- 
mances at Newport, Rhode Island and at the Universi- 
ty of New Hampshire.

We feel this concert 
helps individuals appreciate jazz more,” he comments. 

Tileston says the “Bop ‘n Pop ‘84’ concert is 
altogether different than the performance residents 
witnessed at the music department’s Symphony Hall 
concert. He notes that a variety of new songs, music, 
and dance routines have been put together for. the au- 
dience’s musical entertainment. 

Concert tickets will be available at the door the night 
of the performance and he suggests that residents ar- 
rive early to secure a good seat.

Women’s Liberation And 
The Male Dilemma 


Much has been written recently, and rightly so, 
about the problems encountered by women because of 
the expectations and limitations placed upon them by 
society. Much less has been written about how men 
can, and often do, suffer from a different set of expec- 
tations and limitations. Men's liberation is said to 
follow from - or be the other side of - women’s libera- 
tion. 

But as women become more free to follow their own 
destiny, unshackled by rigid role models, the impact 
upon men can be anything but liberating. 

Transitional periods are ciways the most difficult. 
We are now at a point where women have made signifi- 
cant gains, generally recognized as valid and made a 
part of our legal structure. | do not mean to imply that 
there is not still.a long way to go. But “you have come 
@ long way, baby!” The problem is that we (men) are 
too often back where you started. 

THE “UNLIMITED” MARRIED MALE 

How many married men now find themselves in a 
position where their wife is pursuing her own interests 
of career outside the home - supported in this new 
freedom by society and by her husband's more 
enlightened attitude - while he remains chained to the 
same relentiess routine and pressures now made even 
more difficult by the reduced ‘‘support services’’ which 
his wife used to supply at home? 

Most men were brought up to believe that they 
should be the primary breadwinner in the household 
-that first and foremost they must be successful ct 
“earning a living” « which means that they have the job 
of getting out every day and “making it” in a very com- 
petitive world. Their self-esteem is dependent upon 
how well they do this. j 
They were also brought up to believe that if they 





married, their wife’s primary job was to care for the 
children and/or provide certain supports to him (and 
the children) such as preparing meals, doing the laun- 
dry, keeping the house clean, etc. There was in these 
arrangements a division of duties and responsibilities 
which provided a certain balance, despite the many un- 
fair exceptions which could be found. Men were to be 
Strong and achieving - women were to be nurturing and 
supportive. The two sexes were complementary - they 
fit together in such a way that the two halves made a 
complete whoie. ’

Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation 


Basic cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) is a 
technique of breathing and circulating blood in order 
to maintain life in a person whose heart and lung func- 
tion has ceased. Cessation of heart and lung function 
(Cardiopulmonary arrest) can often be caused as a 
result from heart attack, drowning, electric shock, 
choking, extreme cold exposure, poisoning, and drug 
overdose. 

However, the majority of cardiopulmonary arrest vic- 
tims have underlying heart disease. 

Annually, 1.5 million people suffer heart attacks 
resulting in 700,000 deaths. About half of these deaths 
occur outside of the hospital where advanced medical 
treatment is not immediately available. 








iG) simpler society this arrangement worked 
reasonably well. But changing attitudes about 
women’s roles and economic forces which push more 
and more married women to work, are drastically 
changing this balance. 


CHANGES IN THE MALE-FEMALE BALANCE 

This change in the traditional balance between men 
and women puts added stress upon both sexes, but | 
want to focus here on the effects upon men. Getting 
back to the “liberated” wife and the “untliberated” hus- 
band - which | think is more and more common today 
-what do we see? 

In many cases we see a man who has had no relief 
from the daily grind of making a living and who still 
holds himself responsible for the families’ standard of 
living {although his wife may in fact earn as much or 
more than he) but who has lost the emotional and 
physical supports at home which he once had. 

Two incomes usually does not mean that the hus- 
band can now work fewer hours or worry less about 
making ends meet - since families quickly become as 
dependent on two incomes as they once were on one. 

So typically the husband feels as much stress as ever 
about “making it’ competitively in the world, but at 
the same time is feeling deprived at home, His wife, in 
the meantime, may be feeling energized and much 
more self-confident working outside the home where 
Le accomplishments are finally recognized (and paid 
‘or). 

As a result of this psychological imbalance, the hus- 
band may show depression, increased irritability, 
lowered sex drive or impotence, and various physical 
breakdowns. Marital conflict is almost inevitable. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL STRESSES ON MALES 

What makes this particularly difficult for men is that 
they can't talk about the stress they're feeling from this 
new imbalance. How can they complain about not. 
coming home to a contented, loving wife who has 
prepared a nice dinner for them when she has been out 
working all day too! 

Of course it makes “sense’’ that both of them should 
share the household duties if they both work equal 
hours outside the home. Physically and rationally it 
makes sense, But psychologically it only feels right to 
one of the parties. The wife feels liberated, even 
though she may be working twice as hard as the hus- 
band, He is feeling deprived and diminished because 
inside he has not changed. Inside he still knows that it 
is only his self-worth that is on the line when the family 
income doesn’t measure up. 

inside he still feels that he’s supposed to be the 
strong one that the family depends upon. Inside he 
feels that doing dishes, cooking and cleaning is what 
women do, and if a man does these things he is a 
weakling. Society tells him it is wrong to feel this way, 
so he can’t talk about or even admit to these feelings 
without guilt. 

His wife is feeling better and stronger - he is feeling 
worse and often doesn’t know why. Nothing new has 
been added to his life - things have only been taken 
away. A balance which once made sense no longer 
seems to - and he is left feeling angry and confused. 
We will explore further ramifications of this ruptured

“The Gums Of Navarone”’ 


It is absolutely essential for gum tissue (gingiva) to 
be healthy because that tissue forms the supporting 
structure along with the alveolar bone and periodontal 
ligaments (collectively referred to as the periodontium) 
for all your teeth and holds them in place. 


| am sure that many of you readers remember all the 
trouble those neglected gums caused in the movie 
blockbuster The Gums of Navarone. 


If cared for properly, your gums should keep your 
teeth firmly rooted for a lifetime of chewing and smil- 
ing. It is important to reiterate that more adults lose 
teeth because of diseased periodontal tissues than 
ihrouan decay, wrestling, hockey or other tooth pro- 

ems. 


Diseased Tissue Gives No Warning 

Unfortunately, the diseased gingival tissue gives no 
warning; it doesn’t hurt until it has reached an advanc- 
ed stage of disease and possibly the only way left to 
save the tooth is to put it in a box and hide it under 
your pillow. (Even this is not safe; I’m sure that your 
children can tell you that thefts of teeth left under 
pillows have been known to occur). 


Many factors affect the health of these important 
gum tissues. Plaque and calculus (tartar) caused by im- 
Proper and poor oral hygiene are the primary causes ot 
gum disease. The plaque builds up rather rapidly; ac- 
tually, film begins to collect on teeth only moments 
after they have been thoroughly cleaned. 


This film, called “acquired pellicle” (there’s a term 
that has been on the tip of your tongue, I’m sure; or at 
least on the top of your tooth), is primarily made up of 
protein material from the saliva in the mouth. 


Soon after this pellicle is formed, mouth bacteria 
begin to collect on it, secreting polluting enzymes that 
are a destructive by-product of plaque. This build-up 
continues over a period of hours until the plaque 
reaches maximum thickness. Measurable amounts can 
be noted within 6 hours after teeth have been cleaned. 


Rate of Build-Up Varies 
However, the rate of build-up varies from person to 
person and from tooth to tooth. . : 
Other factors harmful to the well-being of your own 
friendly neighborhood gums include improper bite, 
allergies, infectious diseases, poor nutrition, worn fill- 
ings or inlays and even habitual mouth-breathing 


“typically seen in young teenagers. 





40% Survival Rate With CPR Trainees 

Studies done in communities with a relatively large 
number of basic CPR trained individuals have shown 
that basic CPR started within 4 minutes of cardiac ar- 
rest and arrival of paramedics with advanced training 
and equipment within 8 minutes of cardiac arrest 
resulted in a 40% survival rate. 

When these times were exceeded the survival rate 
fell considerably with no survivors if CPR started after 
12 minutes of cardiac arrest. This did not include cold 
water near drowning where survival has occurred up to 
one hour after immersion. Not only immediate survival 
improved with prompt but standard initiated CPR, but 
In-Hospital survival rate improves for patients who 
receive prompt CPR before arrival. 

Medical research is continually improving CPR 
especially in the area of advanced techniques perform- 
ed by paramedics, cardiac rescue technicians, nurses 
and physicians. However, it is apparent that from the 
above studies. that basic CPR be started promptly to 
have a reasonable chance of survival. 

Basic CPR training is available through the 

American Heart Association and the American Red 
Cross. This training takes only a few hours of time but 
should be renewed periodically to maintain proficien- 
cy. 
‘CPR training includes recognition of cardiac and 
pulmonary arrest, establishing an airway, dislodging 
objects causing choking, mouth-to-mouth breathing, 
and chest compressions. CPR can not be learned by 
watching a medical show on television, it must be 
learned first hand on medical models with trained in- 
structors to be safe and effective.
